So we have the nation’s new’est radio fad— 


the lusty community sing. 
W Tether you enjoy these new ethereal vocal 
gathering* or not, they have most of America 
singing in a refrain that sweeps clear across the 
country. 
W ith lusty enthusiasm millions are 
raising their voices in song during the Wednes­ 
day and Sunday night tunefests over Columbia. 


In isolated 
farms, re­ 
mote 
hamlets, 
in 
city 
apartments, listener* have 
found themselves swept in­ 
to this vast songfest of 
barber shop ballads, paro­ 
dies, 
novelty pieces and 
songs of sentiment, joining 


voices with the thousand 
singers gathered in a New 


York studio for the pur­ 
pose of broadcasting the 
program. 


Psychologically, 
it 
it 
astounding that thi* mod­ 
ern revival of an old cus­ 
tom could grip the country 
as swiftly at it has. A t a 


plain story of the people 
who participate and what 
it mean* to them, 
it is 
deeply human. A s a story 
behind the scenes, 
it is 
highly fascinating. 


Some of the stories are 
touching 
and 
heartening. 
O ff the coast of New ­ 
foundland, a lonely light­ 


house keeper, isolated for 
months at a time, turns on 
hi* radio each week and 
raise* 
hi* 
voice 
heartily 
with the radio singers. 
In 
a middle western city, a 
group of blind people, who 


for year* had gathered to find solace by sing­ 


ing together, have abandoned their practice and 
now find the same comfort in joining the radio 
community siQgers in their individual homes. 


Still more revealing of the cheer that this 
type of program can bring to the listening audi­ 
ence on the loudspeaker side of radio, is the 
tale of the 35 0 incurable W ’orld W a r vet­ 
eran* in the Christie Street Hospital in T o ­ 
ronto, who, with the aid of earphone sets, lie 
in bed or sit in wheelchairs and spiritedly join 
the radio group. 


T N Pawtucket, R . I., a woman, who because 


of almost total deafness was able to sing 
with the others only with her radio turned on to 
high volume, was presented with the com­ 
plaints of her neighbors by two policemen who 


ordered her to keep her set turned down. 
Distraught at the turn of affairs, she 
appealed to Irving Kaufman, one of the 
Sunday night "sing” conductors. 
In 
little time, the woman was happy again, 
for Kaufman had ordered earphones at­ 
tached to her set. 
Now’ she sings with 
the large chorus again. 
V hat the program means to family 
groups might well be illustrated by the 


experience of a family in Scarborough, 
Ontario. 
It was one of those dull, 
rainy evenings when all of the members 
felt out of sorts. 
Tire children were

They 
all began to listen and in a few minutes, the 
entire fam ily was singing with the group in 
New Y'ork.

Y ork, the program has 
been 
something exciting 
to watch and take part 
in. 
A t the community 
sing, Homer R odeheav­ 


er, the former B illy Sun­ 
day song leader who has 
directed more than 70,- 
000,000 people in song 
during the past 30 years, 


exhorts the audience to 
choral fever. The people 
are entertained by such 
guest-leaders 
as 
Irving 
K a u f m a n , 
Alexander 
G ray, Elsie Janis, Frank 
Crumit and H arry “ Sing- 
in’ Sam ” Frankel. They 
are by turns embarrassed 
and bold as Tiny R uffner and Pau l Douglas 
interview them briefly in front of a nation-wide 
microphone. 


These studio participants read the words of 
the old favorites as they are flashed on a screen 
of the darkened studio, just as they used to in 
the neighborhood motion picture houses. 
The 
studio audience also takes part in the tricks of 
“ vocal pantomime.” These are used to put the 
singers at ease and to make the game of sing­ 
ing together a more fascinating one. They cor­ 
respond to the gestures used by groups in old- 
fashioned community singing. 


W hen singing “ R ock-a-bye-baby,” for in­ 
stance, tlve singers of other days would go 
through the motions of rocking a cradle. 
In 
the radio community sings, when the audience 


joins in “ Here W e G o ’R ound the M ulberry 
(Co py rtg -ht, 1936 , by Ev ery W eek M a g a zine) 


Bush" and arrives at “ This is the 
w’ay we sweep the bush . . .

Songs of today are 
much less in demand, both because they are re­ 
placed by others so quickly and because many 
of them are too intricate in rhythm and key 
changes for the ordinary person to sing. 


The behind-the-scenes story of the concep­ 
tion and production of these programs is fas­ 
cinating, particularly since this is the first time 
that it is being told in print. 


In the first place, the idea for this gigantic 
group singing show was born as radio officials 
were casting about for an entirely new type of 
prqgram; one which would have a wide fol­ 
lowing among all classes and ages; a program 
with the informal quality which had charac­ 
terized the days when radio was a red-faced 
infant bawling for recognition. W hen the idea 
was proposed by V ic Knight, a member of C o­ 
lumbia's production department, it was imme­ 
diately seized upon as a program representing 
the simple and direct appeal. 


Unpretentious though they may be in execu­ 
tion, the conception of these programs is not so 
simple. 
To determine listener favorites, a re­ 
port is developed by the fan mail department 
from a list of the most frequently requested 
songs. A meeting of producers and advisers is 
held, at which the leading 15 selections are 
discussed. 
Song Leader R odeheaver isn’t pres­ 
ent at these meetings because of his publishing 
business in Philadelphia. 
However, a list is 
sent to him and he makes a written report of 
the numbers he prefers. 


R odeheaver, incidentally, entered the pub­ 
lishing business as he became less active in lead­ 
ing revival meetings and hymn sings after the 
death of B illy Sunday, whose accompanist he 
was for many years. 
H e ascribes, a bit wist­ 


fully, his failure to use his trombone on the 
community sing to his belief that the instrument
